WASHINGTON, March 12.— 
(UP)—The White House and State 
Department tonight withheld com- 
ment on the Russo-Finnish peace 
treaty but leading legislative 
spokesmen sorrowed over what 
Senate Democratic Leader Alben 
W. Barkley described as “holdup” 
terms imposed by Russia. 

Feeling prevailed generally that 
the peace terms had strengthened 
Russo-German _. collaboration. 
However, several legislators said 
that impending termination of 
hostilities had removed one pos- 
sible cause for American involve- 
ment in the European war. 

Following the example of the 
White House and State Depart- 
ment, diplomatic circles remained 
silent, partly because of a lack of 
official information and partly to 
spare their governments any pos- 
sible embarrassment. 

State Department officials indi- 
cated there would be no comment 
pending receipt. of a full report 
from Laurence A. Steinhardt, 
United States ambassador to Mos- 
cow, who reportedly helped bring 
the negotiators together. The de- 
partment denied, however, 
that Steinhardt played any role in 
the proceedings. 

Comment from legislators 
ranged from bitter denunciation 
of Russia to criticism of the Als 
lied failure to come to Finland’s 
aid in early stages of the north- 
ern war. 

Senator Key Pittman, Demo- 
crat, Nevada, chairman of the in- 
fluential foreign relations 
mittee, followed the administra- 
tion lead in refusing to discuss the 
treaty until he has analyzed its 
provisions, but other members of 
h mittee spoke freely.

Chairman Sol Bloom, Democrat, 
New York, of the house foreign 
affairs committee, gloomily fore- 
cast the “day of reckoning for the 
world is yet to come.” He criti- 
cized the failure of the Allies to 
come to Finland’s assistance. 

“If Finland is satisfied with the 
peace terms, of course all her 
friends throughout the world must 
bow to the inevitable.” Bloom 
said. “But I think the terms are 
rather harsh. I think that if Fin- 
land had received the help to 
which she was entitled from the 
democracies of the world. there 
would be a different tale to tell 
today. 

“We are indebted to Finland for 
one thing—that she has exposed 
the weakness of Russia. She has 
exploded the theory that Russia 
had an invincible army.”

Rising Cotton Exports 

For the first time since 1937, American cot- 
ton exports for the season, which begins on 
August 1, have exceeded the 5,000,000 bale 
mark. This is almost twice as much as was 
exported for the comparable period last year. 

Reasons for the boost in cotton exporting 
are given as the war in Europe and the United 
States government export subsidy program, 
which became effective last July. It is believed, 
however, that the greater credit should be given 
to the war needs of the belligerent powers. 

Cotton is one of the most important ma- 
terials in the making of modern war. Not only 
do armies need it for the obvious uses, such 
as in clothing, automobile tires, fabric, etc., 
but it is also used in the manufacture of some 
of the most powerful war explosives. 

Thus the wartime demand for cotton proves, 
once again, the verity of that adage “ ‘tis an 
ill wind that blows no one good.” It is now ex- 
pected that the. shipments for the entire season 
will total 6,500,000 bales and some observers 
believe it will-go even higher. 

And, even though prices are not quite as 
high as might be desired, the heavier exports 
cannot fail to help the southern cotton pro- 
ducer, if in no other feature than in material 
reduction of. the carry-over from. previous 
seasons.

The Russians, if reports from the northern 
battle front are to be believed, have marched 
into battle in close formation, only to be mowed 
down like grain by Finnish guns. According to 
Comrade Stalin, the Finns should make it 
equally easy for Russian guns to mow them 
down. 

Because they don’t do this, they are ‘‘treach- 
erous”’ forsooth.

Horace Hayden and Dr. Chapin Harris found- 

ed the first dental school in the world, the 

Baltimore College of Dental Surgery.

The British Nave been indulgent about these 
shipments by sea, obviously for diplomatic rea- 
letting coal Ships go through to Italy when, 

the November restriction against German 
exports, this business could have been stopped 
long ago. But that is merely part of the intensive 
bargaining process that infects the whole subject 
of trade and commerce during war. British in- 
culgence toward this German coal for Italy would 
have tne double effect of keeping Italy in a pleas- 
ant mood toward Britain, and of keeping Italian 
industries, now enjoying a boom as British and 
French orders poured in, steadily at work. 
The more goods Italy makes for Britain and 
France, the less she can make for Germany. The 
arrangement was happy except. for the problem 
of coal. 

Whether the precise reasons for the present 
British barrier to coal shipments from Germany 
are the standard ones that brought on the restric- 
tion against.all German exports, or whether they 
include pressures to bring Italy more tightly into 
line, is not clear. The British and Italians have 
been negotiating a general trade treaty, now sus- 
pended, and difficulties have arisen in that con- 
nection, 

At any rate, if Britain holds to the ban on 
German coal for Italy, then Italy must look else- 
where. The British would willingly sell to her, 
but their price is higher than Italy wants to pay 
and in addition would require (in the absence 
of any barter agreement) more foreign exchang? 
than Italy likes to turn loose. Here is the gene- 
of the American coal idea. It is, at present 
hardly more than an interesting speculation. But 
there can be no doubt that for Italy coal is a life- 
and-death matter.
